S.r.NlTARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  (1).  position  envisaged  in  the  design  of  the  Council's 

Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  was  achieved  in  June  1956  when(in  addition  to 
the  closure  of  the  last  existing  small  scheme  pumping  station) the  last 
length  of  main  proposed  in  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  was  laid*  This  made 
the  total  length  of  mains  in  the  District  166© 9  miles,  of  v/hich 
17*9  miles  are  Trunk  Mains  and  149«0  miles  are  Distribution  Mains.  As 
now  housing  progresses,  further  extensions  of  mains  v/ill  take  place  which 
may  alD.ow  additional  existing  houses  to  be  servedjbut,  now  that  the 
envisaged  scheme  is  completed,  any  such  increase  in  the  number  of  houses 
served  will  be  at  a  much  slower  rate*  The  increase  fromi  8/0  of  houses 
with  a  piped  supply  in  1947  (when  the  Public  Enquiry  into  the  proposed 
Comprehensive  Scheme  was  hold)  is  shown  in  the  table  on  the  following  page© 
It  v^fill  be  noted  that  the  figure  had  reached  68%  by  the  end  of  1956,

The  Council  have  not  concentrated  on  the  abolition  of  all  houses 
present  under  standard,  but  have  endeavoured,  whenevo-r  iDOSsible,  to 
encourage  owiiors  to  improve  their  property  up  to  modern  standards. 

To  this  o-nd  during  1956  the  Council  approved  46  Improvement  Grants 
totalling  £11,991?  of  v/hich  no  less  thr.^n  46  are  completed  or  proccoding. 

The  number  of  dY/elling  houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year  totalled 
1,053?  approximately  one  fifth  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the 


District.  This  figure,  besides  indicating  a  large  amount  of  '//ork
